‘The motion being agreed to, and’ Sir Charles 
mittee, that he had a propofition to. make, to which, he prefumed, no 
gentleman could have ago objection: It related to the Iiland of 
Grenada, and jvent fimply to place it on the fame footing: with Domi- 
nica, - The iadulgence he wifhed to extend to the inhabitants of Grena- 
da, was'cettainly well deferved by} a peoples who, but. for, their loyal- 
ty and attachmént to Great Britain, had not ftood in the léaft need of 
the indulgence ‘which he was then aboyt to demand for them. Had 
the people of Grenada fubmitted on capitulation, they might have fe- 
cured fuch terms for themfelves as\would have rendered unacceffary the 
act of Parliament he was going to propofe. ‘he example of Dominica 
might have urged them to capitula:e} and the advantageous terms which 
that [land had obtained, were certainly a {trong temptation to them 
not to hold out to the Ja(t extremity: But as the terms offered by 
Count d’Eftaing were repugnant to juttice and equity, the people of 
Grenada fpurned at them, and rejected them with fcorn. One of the 
terms was, that the inhabitants of Jamaica fhould not ‘diicharge any 
debt due from. them to the fubje€ts of Great Britain, This propofal fo 


 fhocked their love of juftice, that they were determined to furrender 


{word in hand, and to expofe themfelvés to all the ravages generally 
committed. on a people whofe forts have been taken by ftorm, rather 
than free theméelves from the: juft payment of their debts, by an inglo- 
rious capitulation. ‘Their loyalty and juftice drew upon them the molt 
rigorous treatment ; and Count d’Eftaing, indulging the natural feveri- 
ty of bis.difpofition, gave them anil their property up to plunder for fe- 
sveral days. - He, however,, at lait relented ; and the Court of France 
had fince, by various editts, foftened thie rigour of that which had been 
firft publithed in Gretiada, after the ftorm ot the chief forteefS. - It was 
his ot jeét to give efficacy to the humane ediéts of the Court of France. 
That Court had at length confeated, that the property of Britifh fub- 
jeéts in Grenada might be tranfported out of it,im neutral bottoms, and 
to. neutral ports. Now this piece of jultice to the Britith proprietors 
would become totally ufeleis -to them, if, as foon as their property 
fhould heave Grenada, .it fhould be liable to be feized by our men of war 
and. privateers. ‘To prevent this, was the -objeét of the pill he intend- 
ed to propofe; and at the fame time that it would be ferviceable to the 
fabjeéts who have property there, it would refcue. Great Britain from 
the infamy that would attend the feizing of property, which would ne- 
ver have been fcizable, if the proprietors of that ifland had not been 
loyal to the extreme. Dominica, by capitulating, was indulged with an 
appeal to the King of England in his Council, and its property was fe- 
cused from the depredations both of French.and Englifh; while the pro- 
perty of Grenada, on the contrary, was expofed to the attacks of public 
and: private thips of war, merely becaufe the proprietors had defended 
His Lordihip concluded by 
moving, that Sir Charles. Bunbury, the Chairman, be. dirgéted to move 
the Houfe for leave to bring’in:a bill to protect all property of Britith 
fubjeéts, of the growth, produce,” and manufacture of Grenada, or the 
Grenadines, in ncutral thips, from. being teized by our owa fhips of 
war. He flattered himfelf,, that theve was but one objedtion thar could 
attend the bill, which was, thavitemight afford a ground for fraud, by 
opening a door to the trdafportation of French property from the other 
Frenth iffands, under thé name of property belonging to the Englith 
inhabitants of Grenada. _ But he trafted that he thould be able to frame 
his bill in fich a manner,. as would infallibly prevent frauds of that 
kind, and confequently remove the cbjeétion. And indeed the fitua- 
tior of Grenada was fach, that it would be a very difficult matter to 
carry on fiictva trade, as that which he fhould take care totally to pre- 

Sir. George Yonge ftarted fome difficultics refpetting the negociation 
that had been carried on with the Court of France, and which had pro- 
duced the mild edict mentioned by the noble Lord. There might be 
terms in the ediéts which fhould regulate thofe terms upon which. the 
indulgence claimed by bis-Lordthip ought to be granted. Every necef- 
fary information, theretore, onght to be given to the Committee, before 
leave fhould be given by & to move for leave to bring in a bill. 

Kord Beauchamp obferved, ‘Tat asthe. Hon. Baronet did aot object 
to the nriueiple of rhe-bill, it woulth be full time to give the informa- 
tion he called for when the bill thould be committed : “Then, indeed, 
it would be proper'to difcufs the: terms upon. which the neutrality he 
claimed for Greuada, thould be fanttivhed by Parliament. But for the 
prefent, he wilhed the Hon. Baronet would not throw any obftacle in 


. the way of the bill, as delay would be of infinite prejudice to thofe Lon-

The motion was then put, and carried; and the Speaker having refu- 
med the chain, the refolution of the Committee was reported, and Icave 
given by the Honfe to bring in the defired: bill.

own motions, the Hou interfered, and put an end to the bufi- 
nefs, by calling for the order of the day.

Lord Gcorge Gordon interrupted it by a petition which he had

Mr Dunning begged to know from the Speaker, if his health was.

The Speaker then rofe, and, with much emotion, informed the 
Houfe, that he had intended to requeft one favour from them on his own 
account.

fore was under the painful neceffity of requefting that the Houfe would 
give him leave to refign his chair. ‘ 
A general filence, for fome time, followed this fpeech ; it was, 
however, at length broke by 
Lord. ‘John Cavendifo, who exprefled his hearty concern. at what he 
had juft heard; and hoped that the Speaker-would reconfider the mat- 
ter, and try whether his health might not be fo far reftored in fome 
time, as to enable him to purfue the duties of his office. If, however,, 
he fhould perfevere in his intention to refign, he would immediately 
make a motion, to which there would not be, he was fure, a fingle dii~ 
fentient voice in the whole houfe. [His Lordthip, we fuppofe, meant a 
motion for a vote of thanks and reward for the Speaker’s long fer- 
vices. ] 
Lord North addrefled the Speaker inthe following manner : ** Sir, 
When I moved that you fhould fill that chair, in which you have pre- 
fided with fo much honour to yourfelf, I had in view the great good 
that might be derived from your eminent abilities,—abilities that 
gave you that weight which is neceflary for one who prefides over 
fueh an affembly as this. My views were not difappointed. Your 
abilities, as 4 Speaker, were all I fuppofed them to be, and this Houfe, 
nay the nation at large, have reaped the benefits arifing from them. 
At the time, Sir, I moved, that you thould be clected our Speaker, 
your health. was. found, and your fpirits high ; it is a melancholy in- 
formation to this Houfe, that they are both exhaufted.'_Sir, there 
cannot, L am fure, be a requeft that youcam make of this Houfe, whicly 
we will not be all moft ready to grant;, but, Sir, the requeft you 
have now made is of fuch a nature, that no man can agree. to it, 
without regret. Let me, therefore, Sir, intreat, that you will recon- 
fider the- matter ; tryj;what a litthe recefs may do for the re-eftablith- 
ment of your health ; and: let us receive what you have propofed, ra- 
ther as what you may hereafter, perhaps, be obliged to do, by the 
bad ftate of your health, than as what you mean to execute at pre» 
** fent. We can adjourn over for a few days, and, by your G@re-fide, 
you may take that care of your health, which tend to preferve,. 
or reftore it. With your leave then, Sir, I will move, that this Houfe 
** do adjourn to Wednefdlay next.” 
Mr Dunning thought the adjournment too fhort, and propofed: 


| Monday fe’ennight; but ftill left it to the Speaker to determine which

The Speaker exprefled that a fhort recefs would be-of little ufe to 
him. He had been taken ill, he faid, before the recefS, but as he i- 
magined that the vacation from public bufinefs would reftore him, he 
had ftruggled till the recefS.

Lord North was of opinion, that if fome gentleman were to fug - 
gett it to fome of the Lords, they might introduce a retrofpedt claufe 
into the bill, which, when agreed to by the lower Houle, ‘fhould fecare 
the property of the merchants that might be fent out, before the palling 
of the law. This fuggeftion was very much telifhed by Mr Dunning ; 
but, 

Mr Eden thewed the infifficieney of it, by obferving, that ‘the 


Commiflioners of the Cuftoms would laugh at the: merchants, if they 
Should call for a clearance in confequence of a claufe.in a bill not yet 
paffed into a law, and in oppofition to a ftanding law. 

Lord North, ftill anxious! té indulge the Speaker, faid that a ‘bill 
Of indemnity might pafs for the Commitfioners.of the Cultoms, in cafe 
they thould grant the clearances, and that ifsthey would be fatisfied to 
act under a Treafury warrant, they fhould have it for their fecurity. till a 
law thould pafs to indemnify them, and he trufted the Houfe would not 
h old the Treafury criminal. in granting fuch a warrant. 

This idea pleafed the whole Houte, wha immediately nljeiued to 
Monday fe’ennight, with this provilion, that all the orders of the days 
fhould ftand in the order in which they then were ; and the niembers 
were defired by Mr Fox to attend on Monday fe’ennight, as it was his 
firm intention to have the Houie called over after the conclufion of the 


debate.

The Duke of Bolton moved, ** That the bill, entitled a bill {or the 

exclufion of Contractors from the lower Houfe of Parliament, be read a 

. fecand time, and committed.” 
Lord Stormont obferved, that though the Commons had fent them 
this bill, yet were they not bound to refign their own judgment, nor 
under any ‘compulgon to approve it. ‘They had the right of difeuffion, 
and that right he was determined to exert.. Fhe grand objection, a- 
mangft many others, Which he entertainéd to the bill in quettion, was 
this, that he difljked .its principle ; it was built upon hard fofpicions, 
and upon conjectures that were cruel.in the firft inftance ; ; unfipported 
by proofin thefecond. For what authority had they to proriounce up- 
on charaétets, or to inflict punifhment, without the leaft thadow of te- 
ftimony ? Nota fingle proof was alluded to in.the preamble of the bill 
to eftablith the fufpicions upon which it was founded 3 nor had he heard 
one inftance that Contra@ors, were the abject perfons they were fo un- 
fairly reprefented to be. Under what pretence, then, were they to en- 
force fo fevere a punifhment upon them as the cytting them off from 
their- natural rights? Were contraéts neceflary? The exigencies of the 
State could not be fupplied without them. Was this then the reward 
to be beltowed on thofe who undertook them for national purpofes ? 
Were they, without proof, to be branded with an exclufion from Par- 
liament, and to be felected as peculiar objects of feverity.. This was.a 
fyftem not to be fupported in any aflembly ; it was repugnant to one 
of the firft principles A diftiadtiqn between the good and bad fervants 
of the State was neceflary; yet the bill before them tended to defttoy 
every diftinétion of that fort, for it involved all in one comprehenfive 
opprobrium. What made fuch a condué peculiarly reprehenfible, was, 
that there were laws already cxilting for inflicting pugjfhments upon 
them for any improper execution of their agreements. If the bill, hows 
ever, had poflefled fewer faults in its principle, there was famething 
alfo in its form very objectionable. All contraéts by it are to be adver- 
tifed in the Gazette for twenty days. But are there no /eeret contracts 
neceffary in a Government fo fituated as ours? And are fuch to be pu- 
blicly tranfacted ? Are fudden and unexpected contraéts never wanted ? 
Will fach admit of twenty days delay? ‘Thefe were objeétions which 
ought to have the higheft weight with their Lordthips. 

Lord Coventry deduced a proof of the fundamental fifpicion on whith 
the bill was founded, obferving that we were all.in fome degree biaffed 
by interefty and that it conveyed no imputation againft any fet of men 
to include them alf in’a general charge. He had not enquired how the 
gentlemen in queftion gaxe their voice in Parliament ; for however they 
might vote, it made no alteration with him; his idea ftill remained the 
fame, that intereft always had an infuertce apon the mind, and a few 
actidental exceptions cold not affeét the general propolition, He re- 
membered a.fhort time ago when a motion was introduced into that 
Houle, againft which no reafonable objection could be made, the main 
argument infifted upon by Adminittration was, that ** the Houfe of 
Commons will be offended if we intertere with them, and what would 
be the confequence at this time of fnch a diffention !”"—Circum@ inces 
now: remained exactly the fame. How was it then that this argument 
had loft its weight ? They were not afraid of any fisch {peculative bat- 
tle at prefent, but had affiamed courage enough to oppofe the other 
Houfe ia a point in which they were more nearly and importantly in- 
}tereited. If there were no other arguments in favour of the bill but that 


& it thowed a difpofition in the Hone to liften to the voice of the people, 


that alone thould be faflicient. It was the univertal fentimenr, that the 
influence of the Crown was jncreafing—this was one fuir and conftitu- 
tional method of retrenching it; and as a compliment to the withes of 
the kingdom, onght to be acquicfced in. 
Lord Hilsborough ‘examined the bill’ in three points of view-—Firft, as 
to its objeét—Sevond, as to its propricty—And, thirdly, as to its ju- 
ftice. There was this greet objection in his opinion againft the firtt, 
that the means propofed by it were totally inadequate to the ends The 
end aimed at was to diminith the influence of the Crown. The means 
} by which this was to be effected was by removing contractors from Par- 
Diiament. He had many reafons for thinkigg the end alluded to not at- 
Btainable by the medium in queftion. In the firft place, he could not 
believe that gentlemen who had that degree of concern in the interefts 
of their country, which contraétors from their fortune muft poflefS, were 
ikely to be warped from their integrity by any confideration. !t was 
lan nngenerous fuppofition. For what was to be got by. fuch a practice ? 
t, beft, only a paltry addition to a fortune already fufficiently ample.

The appearance, indeed, of fuch a bill in that Houfe was itflf the 
Tirongeft reafon againft the principle of it; for if the influence had been

Lord Candem repeated molt of the: srcumhitiea whigh had been deliver” 
ed by the fpeakers for the bill, with the moft forcible additions; he 
particulatly dwelt onthe nature of the human mind, déclaring that he 

appealed to the breatt of eve ty noble Lord, and he required no better 
witnefs on the oceafion, whether intereft did not influence the heart, fo 
as to. bias the judgment.

Inftead. of being ufed as a terror to 
produce equitable proceedings, they might -he empleyed as an engine to 
intimidate the Contraétor into compliance with atiy meafure the minifter 
defired.to promote. ‘The petitions of the people deferved the utmoft 
attention. ‘The préfént poftare of public affairs required their cries 
thould not be neglected. The Houfe of Commons had thought proper 
to declare that the influence of the Crown has inergafed, is increafing, . 
and ought to be diminifhed., The bill before their’ Lordihips tended to 
gratify the withes of the whole kingdom. If the mimifter had a bettcr 
method of effeéting this puarpofe, he fhould difclofe “it; .if he had not, . 
and éndeavoured to obftruét the progrefs of menfures'which bore fuch a. 
tendency, he was a very bad man. It was. objected to this bill, that if 
no member of -Parliament was to be engaged imweontraét, the nece(fty 
bufinefs of Government would be left undone.
